Private teachers trained at the House of ^ducaticn teach their 
pupils on the lines of the Parents 1 Union School * I enclose a 
specimen syllabus for the highest class ( girls from lb - 1 r. ) to 
indicate the level of attainments necessary for a Secondary Jovsmess. 

I have ventured , Iladsmi, to put the position of a Governess 
trained at tho Pc us a of /Education rather fully before you, partly 
because the information may be of use in advising girls ( uast and 
present pupils - v/a are always glad to have 3 o me older women in 
training), and also in the hope that you may bear our requirements in 
cund in preparing your girls lor their vocation*
